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17 cases of whooping cough confirmed

There have been 17 confirmed cases of 
whooping cough in Estill County, according to 
the Estill County Health Department. 

Judy Collins, regional epidemiologist, said 
the cases of whooping cough, or pertussis as 
it’s medically referred, has reached “outbreak 
status.” 

“Pertussis is a contagious disease that is 
spread through respiratory droplets,” Collins 
said. “Basically, you breathe in the respiratory 
droplets.” 


In addition to the 17 confirmed cases are 13 
epi-linked cases. This means they have come 
into close contact with one of the confirmed 
cases and are showing signs of a cough as a 
result. 

The symptoms for the disease typically begin 
as “cold-like” symptoms. They then transfer 
into what Collins calls “coughing fits.” 

“For children who are younger whose lungs 
haven’t developed fully, they can turn blue or 
vomit because they can’t catch their breath,” 
Collins said. 

Typically, those with the illness have no 
fever and even appear to be perfectly well dur¬ 


ing the daytime hours. 

Collins said people who are infected are 
contagious for three weeks from the day they 
begin coughing. 

“If they have a child who is even showing 
signs of a cold, go to the doctor,” Collins said. 
“Basically you’re contagious for 21 days from 
the day your cough begins. Just think about 
how many people you can infect.” 

Many people try to treat it as a regular 
cough and buy over-the-counter cough medi¬ 
cation, but Collins said that won’t help. 

“If they have a cough, they need to see their 
doctor or pediatrician,” Collins said. 


According to the Center for Disease Control 
(CDC), approximately one in four infants 
with pertussis get pneumonia. It can also be 
deadly for one or two infants per 100 who are 
hospitalized. 

“Young babies are not fully protected and 
are more likely to get it, and anyone who’s 
around children regularly,” Collins said. 

Women who are pregnant are also suscep¬ 
tible to the disease, but cannot receive vacci¬ 
nations from the health department. Pregnant 
women must see their obstetrician to admin-

2 arrested for 
trafficking drugs

A man and woman were arrested on Pea Ridge 
after selling narcotics to witnesses cooperating with 
the Irvine Division of Police. 

Phillip “Ran” Hall, 35, and Penny Hall, 44, of Pea 
Ridge Road were arrested on July 13 following a six 
-month investigation. 

IDP Officer Kenny Brandenburg said in his uni¬ 
form citation, “Myself as well as the Irvine Police 
Department conducted a series of four controlled 
buys during the span of a six-month period.” 

According to the citation, police used two coop¬ 
erating witnesses who made buys from the Hall’s 
residence. The witnesses went into the residence 
wearing live wires. 

The witnesses were able to purchase two 30 mg 
oxycodone tablets for $40 on two separate dates.

LOCAL FARMERS AND 
GARDENERS SAY HEAT 
HAS HURT THEIR CROPS

The summer of 2012 has been one for 
the record books. 

Extreme temperatures have forced heat 
advisories across the nation, wildfires are 
raging across the globe and the lack of 
sufficient rain has made conditions even 


worse. 

Parts of Kentucky are suffering from 
extreme drought conditions and others 
are being monitored closely for water 
shortages. Most of the state has been 
under burn bans, even through the recent 
Fourth of July holiday and Estill County is 
no exception. 

While most citizens are merely con¬ 
cerned with keeping cool during these 
conditions, farmers and gardeners are 
facing other obstacles. 

Local farmers and gardeners report dif¬ 
ficulties with growing their crops and suf¬ 
ficient water for their animals. 


Many farmers and gardeners report 
produce is taking longer than usual to 
grow and when it does, it’s often not good 
enough to eat or can. 

Ed Flynn of Brushy Mountain Road 
grows corn, beans and tomatoes. Each 
of these are crops that several farmers 
noticed aren’t faring well in the current 
weather conditions. 

“Eighty day corn is taking about 100 
days to grow,” he said. “And, when it does 
come up, it’s no good.” 

Flynn said corn is a particularly sensi-

ister the vaccine. 

A vaccine for children under the age of 10, called 
DTaP (Diphtheria, Tentanus and Pertussis), is usually 
given to prevent the disease. But what a lot of adults 
don’t realize, said Collins, is the vaccine loses its effec¬ 
tiveness through the years. 

“For an adult who has a cough, they could easily 
spread it to a child without knowing,” Collins said. 

Another vaccination, called TDaP (Tentanus, 
Diphtheria and Pertussis) is available for those 10 years 
of age and older. However, the Estill County Health 
Department does not have any supply of the vaccine just 
yet. 

“We hope to get those in about a week or so,” Collins 
said. 

The CDC said the easiest thing for adults to do is get 
the TDaP vaccine rather than their next scheduled ten¬ 


tanus booster shot, which is given every 10 years but can 
be given sooner. 

Collins said most insurance policies also cover the 
cost of the immunization, but patients should double¬ 
check with their providers. 

Collins said physicians typically administer a Z-Pak 
antibiotic to treat the disease and those infected should 
stay home until their fifth full day on it. 

“After that time, they would no longer be contagious 
to other people,” Collins said. 

Other options are available for those who are allergic 
to the Z-Pak. 

Though it’s important to keep up healthy everyday 
habits, such as washing your hands, Collins said that’s 
not the best way to prevent the disease. 

“With school getting ready to start, we urge parents 
to make sure children are up to date on immunizations,” 
Collins said. “The best way to prevent it is to make sure 
they’re up to date on their immunizations.”

yelling. 

She was telling those present she would run them all over. 

She told Dr. Stone she would kill him several times. Gross report¬ 
ed that she threatened to stab Stone, hit him with a car and attempt 
to kill him in other ways. 

Witnesses said they saw Boyd rip vacuum tubes and machinery, a 
hand sanitizer dispenser and thermostat from the hospital wall. 

When Gross attempted to apprehend Boyd she punched him in 
the chin and ripped his pair of protective gloves. 

Ravenna Police Chief Ken White also responded to the call and is 
listed as a witness to the altercation. 

Boyd was arrested and charged with third degree terroristic 
threatening, second degree criminal mischief, second degree disor¬ 
derly conduct and third degree assault of a police officer. 

She pleaded not guilty in Estill County District Court on July 12. 

At press time, she was scheduled to return to district court 
Wednesday, July 18.

tive crop which might explain why it’s been 
an issue for farmers this season. 

“Severe drought, a wet spell or a cold snap 
effect corn worse than anything,” he said. 

Junior Newton of Dug Hill Road also grows 
corn and shares a similar experience with the 
crop. 

“It’s been tough with any crop,” he said. 
“Especially corn. In this county there’s prob¬ 
ably not over a half crop in the whole county.” 

Farmers said that when corn does grow it 
doesn’t yield enough “good ears” for selling 
and personal use. 

Flynn said irregular corn stalks have been 
an issue for him this season. Several of his 
plants have grown with long shoots and an 
ear at the end of shoot. Flynn described those 
ears as being “not good enough.” 

Doug and Sondra Arvin of Dug Hill said 
their corn crops haven’t done well in the heat 
either. 

“It’s taking a long time for things to get 
ready,” Sondra Arvin said. “We’re just now 
getting corn.” 

Flynn also grows beans, tomatoes, cucum¬ 
bers and cabbage. 

Newton raises cattle and honey along with 
other crops. 

The Arvins grow cabbage, beets, zucchini, 


squash, honey, beans and an assortment of 
other produce to sell at the local farmers’ 
market and for personal use. 

In addition to difficulties with their corn, 
each admits other produce isn’t fairing well in 
the weather. 

They report shriveling beans, sunburnt 
tomatoes and dried up creeks making water¬ 
ing cattle difficult. 

Each said they spend the summer canning 
the produce and preparing the other items 
they grow and harvest to be kept and used 
through the winter. 

The extreme weather conditions have left 
them with very little of their own crops to 
sustain them for the winter. 

Flynn said he typically puts away 100 cans 
of beans over the summer. 

“I’ve only been able to put up 21 quarts this 
summer,” he said. 

In comparison to other years, he’s put up 
significantly less corn as well: down from 
approximately 50 bags to just 20. 

“There’s less to put up and the quality is not 
as good,” Newton said. 

Newton said the weather is entirely to 
blame for the issues farmers and gardeners 
are facing. 

“They’re just not made for 100-degree 
weather and above,” he said. “Most crops are 
not made to produce in extreme heat.” ‘ 

Arvin said the lack of growth and water has 
even caused wild animals to resort to stealing 


food from the local gardens. 

She admits the recent rain has helped a lot. 

“You can really see a difference since it 
rained,” she said. 

There hasn’t been enough rain, however, to 
lift drought statuses in other parts of the state. 
Local farmers said it’s been one of the worst 
seasons for growing they have ever seen. 

“This is the worst weather in a while for an 
early garden,” Flynn said. 

Newton said this is the first time in his life 
it has remained so hot for so long. 

Arvin shares their sentiment. 

“I haven’t remembered it being this bad the 
whole time I’ve been farming,” she said. 

The University of Kentucky Agriculture 
Weather Center said the western part of the 
state is in an extreme hydrological drought. 
Eastern and central Kentucky are listed as 
severe. 

More than two dozen counties have been 
designated as primary disaster areas by the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
(USDA). 


Community Farm Alliance (CFA) reported 
last week the extreme drought conditions are 
causing food prices to soar. 

Products that have even trace amounts of 
corn are becoming more expensive and meat 
prices are rising as the price of grain to feed 
livestock increases, the CFA reported. 

Temperatures are expected to stay in the 80 
to 90-degree range for the next week with a 
chance of rain on each of the next seven days. 

As Arvin said, a little rain made big differ¬ 
ence in her crops. 

Even with the extreme temperatures, local 
farmers and gardeners said their crops haven’t 
been a total loss. 

Flynn said he’s had some of the “prettiest 
tomatoes [he’s] ever seen,” if he can get them 
off the vine before they rot and his peppers 
have “done real good.” 

Arvin said her bees are faring better than 
the previous year. 

Perhaps there’s still some hope even with 
all the heat.

Conrad addresses fiscal court with concerns about dispatches

District 1 Constable Danny 
Conrad attended Monday nights fis¬ 
cal court meeting to question about 
his position as constable. 

In January, the court approved the 
decision to dispatch the constable on 
a call, if necessary. 

“It’s been since January and 
they have never dispatched a call,” 
Conrad said. 

District Judge Wallace Taylor told 
Conrad the decision to dispatch had 
been ordered by the court, however, 
it falls into a chain of command. 

The first to be dispatched is the 
sheriff’s office, followed by the 


Kentucky State Police, then the con¬ 
stable. 

Conrad also questioned the work¬ 
ing relationship between himself and 
the Estill County Sheriff’s Office. 

“It’s come to light that the county 
department does not want to asso¬ 
ciate with the constable,” Conrad 
said. 

However, Taylor said he is unable 
to control how the sheriff’s office 
treats the constable, as it is not in his 
jurisdiction. 

“We cannot dictate or mandate 
what the sheriff’s department does,” 
Taylor said. “I disagree with various 
offices and various different depart¬ 
ments that take place and I’m sure 
they disagree with a lot of what I 


do too.” 

Taylor said he hopes Conrad and 
the sheriff’s office will be able to 
work together without disagree¬ 
ments. 

“I understand your concern,” 
Taylor said. “I wish they’d work bet¬ 
ter together rather than having this 
little ‘it’s my ball, you can’t play with 
it.’” 

District 3 Magistrate Darrell 
Johnson then discussed the use of 
the recycling supervisor’s county 
vehicle. 

As of July 1, when the new fis¬ 
cal budget was put into effect, the 
recycling supervisor was no longer 
authorized to keep his truck over¬ 
night. Instead, the vehicle remains at 


the recycling center. 

Johnson said the recycling super¬ 
visor should be allowed to keep his 
truck overnight, while Taylor and 
District 1 Magistrate Gerald Rader 
disagreed. 

The issue was then put to a vote, 
which resulted in a tie. As a result, 
the issue was considered a “dead 
vote,” meaning there would be no 
further action taken. 

The court tabled a discussion to 
approve the intra fund request for 
the fiscal year. 

The court then moved into closed 
session, where they authorized 
County Attorney Rodney Davis to 
file an appeal involving a case in the 
Franklin County Circuit Court. 


In other business, the court voted 
to approve the following:

push the date back. 

Crews from Kay & Kay Construction will 
be making repairs to the bridge located at the 
Estill-Madison County line. 

Elkins said the bridge was already sched¬ 
uled to be part of a rehabilitation project 
when an inspection revealed “deterioration of 
the bridge’s superstructure.” 

The deterioration is a result of natural 
causes and the age of the bridge. Elkins said 
the bridge is more than 50 years old. 

“We found deterioration in the support 
beams,” Elkins said. 

Because a project had already been sched¬ 
uled, the Department of Highways made the 
decision to close one lane of the bridge and 
established weight and width restrictions for 
the safety of motorists. 

Both lanes of the bridge will be closed once 


construction begins next week, however. 

The closure is scheduled to last no more 
than 30 days and a signed detour has been 
marked for motorists. The detour uses KY 
594, KY 52 and KY 374 to help passengers 
travel to and from Madison and Estill coun¬ 
ties. 

“We are required to post signed detours,” 
Elkins said. “But, motorists can use what¬ 
ever route they choose. People from Estill will 
know their own shortcuts.” 

Although the bridge will be closed, Elkins 
said it shouldn’t be a heavy burden on motor¬ 
ists. 

“The road is not heavily traveled,” he said. 
“It’s mostly a back way to Madison County for 
local people.” 

The Department of Highways reported the 
bridge serves between 368 and 643 motorists 
each day. 

Kay & Kay Construction, a company that 
specializes in bridge repair, was awarded the 
bid last fall. 

The awarded bid was $291,985.70.

Police were issued a search warrant using 
evidence obtained from the recordings of the 
transactions. 

In the recordings it is clear both Phillip and 
Penny Hall are present at the residence at the 
time of the buy. 

Inside the residence police found oxycodo¬ 
ne tablets and cut straws with powder residue. 
All of the pills found were identified by poison 
control as 30 mg oxycodone. 


Phillip Hall admitted to possessing and traf¬ 
ficking oxycodone. 

He was arrested and charged with first 
degree trafficking of a controlled substance, 
first degree possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance and possession of drug paraphernalia. 

His bond was set at $15,000 cash. 

Penny Hall was arrested and charged with 
first degree trafficking of a controlled sub¬ 
stance. 

Her bond was set at $10,000 cash. 

Both were scheduled to appear in Estill 
County District Court Wednesday, July 25.

Attentiveness important when using Facebook 


I still find it incredible that people don’t 
fully understand how NOT private social net¬ 
working sites are. 

In some cases the pure stupidity of some 
individuals actually leads to a positive out¬ 
come, though, as news from Chicago this 
week revealed. 

For the third 
time this year, an 
attack was filmed 
and them uploaded 
to Facebook. Police 
learned of these 
videos, leading to 
the arrests of several 
criminals. 

I suppose in these 
situations, I’m glad 
some people are just 
too dumb to recog¬ 
nize that even if you 
post it to just your 
Facebook page, it 
doesn’t mean you’re 
in the clear. 

NBC reported Monday three teens were 
arrested and charged in the beating death of 
a disabled man after they posted the video, 
recorded on a cell phone, on Facebook. 

Three members of the Latin Kings, a gang 


in Chicago, between the ages of 16 and 18 
attacked 62-year-old Delfino Mora while he 
was picking up aluminum cans to trade for 
money. 

They demanded money from Mora, a 
father to 12 and grandfather to 23, in an alley 
and beat him up, leaving him for dead. 

In the process of the attack two of the 
teens took turns recording the crime on a 
cell phone. The boy who did all the attacking 
later posted it to his Facebook. Police got a 
tip and were able to arrest all three boys, one 
of which is being tried as an adult for Mora’s 
murder. 

I won’t even discuss the fact that it’s sicken¬ 
ing these teens would beat up a disabled and 
elderly man. But I will use their story to elab¬ 
orate on the fact that people today are simply 
silly for thinking that posting private or con¬ 
fidential information on Facebook is safe. 

I use this because I’m sure in their own 
young stupidity these boys assumed that 
only their Facebook friends would be able to 
access the video. They clearly didn’t consider 
that the video would spread and eventually 
reach the ears and eyes of law enforcement. 

This isn’t the only time I’ve heard of crimi¬ 
nals doing such things. 

Don’t get me wrong, I’m glad these people 
were stupid enough to do such a thing. But I 


know, from experience, people don’t always 
act with caution when posting things on 
social networking sites.

Lawyers, private investigators and the 
police can also access your information, pho¬ 
tos, videos and posts online.

How many times have you heard a friend 
say they “Facebook stalked,” someone else? 

I’ll admit that when I had the time I was 
an expert at finding out gossip via Facebook, 
even if I wasn’t friends with the person I was 
seeking the information about. I promise you, 
I’m not the only one that does this. 

The fact that all of the information you 
post of Facebook is public is something I 
can’t stress enough. 

I have even heard of homes being broken 
into when people update statuses about leav¬ 
ing for vacation or even going to the grocery 
store or a day trip. 

The fact of the matter is not everything you 


do needs to be made public, as interesting or 
exciting as it may be. 

I’m not one to listen to conspiracy stories 
about how the government is using Facebook 
to play “Big Brother” with us. But, I do know 
how dangerous social networking can be if 
not done right. 

I use this as a way to remind my readers 
how important it is to be cautious when using 
Facebook.

3) Do not ever think that your Facebook 
page is private amongst only your friends and 
family. 

4) Don’t accept all friends requests. 

5) Keep your Facebook clean and profes¬ 
sional. 

6) Be careful about what you post on your 
wall or others’ walls. 

7) Don’t leave your computer on with your 
Facebook logged on. Always log off when you 
are not using it.

Mosquitoes use variety of methods to find you

Vision, warmth, and odor are clues that 
female mosquitoes use to find a blood meal. The 
importance of each of these factors, and many 
others, vary with mosquito species but here are 
some basics: 

Vision can play a large role in long distance 
recognition and attraction. For example, day¬ 
feeding mosquitos tend to respond to move¬ 
ment, especially of people in dark clothing. 
Differences in body temperature may be the 
reason that some mosquitoes feed in relatively 
specific sites such as the ankles or head. 

Odors come into play as the mosquito gets 
very close. This is a very complex area with skin 
bacteria joining into the mix. More than 300 
compounds are released by the human body; 
there are about 100 in human breath alone. 
The release of carbon dioxide (C02) from the 
lungs and skin along with lactic acid and other 
components of sweat also play important roles. 


However, host odors apparently are more attrac¬ 
tive than C02 and sweat. This may account for 
the great differences in mosquito interest in 
some people over others. On top of that, floral 
fragrances from soaps, lotions, and shampoos 
may cause mosquitoes to look your way. 

Some other trends: Men are more likely to get 
bitten than women, larger people tend to attract 
more mosquitoes than smaller people, and many 
of us lose some of our appeal to mosquitoes as 
we get older. 

Repellents seem to short-circuit the host odor 
recognition process of mosquitoes, they can 
respond to stimuli like vision and warmth to 
get close but can’t follow odor in for the actual 
meal. We don’t understand how repellents work, 
in fact some mosquito species react differently 
to the same repellent. 

We do know that effective repellents create 
a protective “vapor barrier” next to our skin. 


However, they lose effectiveness as they evapo¬ 
rate, are washed off by perspiration or rain, are 
carried away by breezes, or are rubbed off by 
clothing. In fact, there is about a 50% reduction 
in protection time with each approximately 15 
degree increase in temperature. Reapplication 
is necessary to keep the protective barrier in 
place.

Preserving life lessons...and pickles too

What about all this wonderful 
soaking rain we’ve received in the 
last week? Our gardens are jump¬ 
ing... and so is the grass, which 
hadn’t needed mowing for weeks. 

That’s alright. I’m thankful for 
every drop of rain that fell. 

Chelsea squeezed in the last of 
the interviews for her Appalachian 
foodways project last week, and 
I accompanied her to a couple of 
them. 

We had a very interesting chat 
with Lucille and Vincent Harrison 
of White Oak. They were gracious 
enough to invite us into their home 
and share their memories of food 
and family with us, topics that are 
obviously near and dear to their 
hearts. 

Time flies when you’re having fun, 
and before we knew it, we’d taken up 
three and a half hours of their after¬ 
noon. I hope we didn’t wear out our 
welcome. 

If Chelsea hadn’t earned a dime 
from this summer job, I think her 
experience could still be called a 
valuable one. 

For one thing, I think she’s learned 
that just because a person is “gettin 
on up in years” doesn’t necessarily 
mean he or she is a doddering ol’ 
fool. 

She’s talked to some very smart 
people. 

In general, our society values 
youth and beauty and stuff you can 
buy. 

The overall theme that kept sur¬ 
facing in the interviews I partici¬ 
pated in, is that it doesn’t take much 
money to make a rich life. Time 
after time, we heard people say 
about their childhoods, “We had 
plenty to eat, and we all got along. 
We were happy.” 

There was this one fellow, though, 
who admits that he and his brother 
fought all the time when they were 
kids. 

Vincent Harrison recalls being in 
church one Sunday when he and 
his brother started picking on each 
other. One punched the other on 
the leg, and of course, the other had 
to return the favor. 

“The next thing you know,” 
Vincent laughs, “we were having it 


out, right out in the aisle.” 

Their mother quickly put a stop 
to their shenanigans. “She liked to 
a wore us both out.” 

Evidently, something about that 
lesson “took” because years later, 
Vincent says, he and his brother 
worked together as bricklayers and 
got along just fine. 

Vincent and Lucille Harrison no 
longer work at public jobs, but the 
fun-loving pair are by no means 
idle, even if they’re just picking on 
each other. They’ll soon celebrate 58 
years of marriage. 

Lucille says that she bought straw¬ 
berry, raspberry and blueberry plants 
this spring, and they set out a cherry 
tree and have some peach trees. 

“She gets these big ideas, then I do 
all the work,” Vincent laughs. 

When he offers us a taste of some 
pickles he made recently, Lucille 
teases back. 

“Eat at your own risk,” she says. 
“He makes all that old sour stuff. It’s 
a wonder he don’t kill us.” 

Lucille grew up at Chestnut Stand, 
one of eight girls and two boys. 

She says she was always told that 
her daddy moved his family to town 
because he wanted his kids to get an 
education. 

Lucille wanted to go to college, 
but she didn’t know about loans or 
scholarships back in those days. 

“I don’t know if they even had 
any,” she says. 

Vincent has lived most of his life 
in the community of White Oak. 
Lucille says he had other interests 
than studying when he was of school 
age. 

“He was always flirting with the 
girls,” she says. 

Vincent puts it this way: “I quit 
school in seventh grade because I 
wanted to make money.” 

He was called into the service of 
his country in Korea, and when he 
came home he learned the brick¬ 
laying trade and spent most of his 
adult working life in that profes¬ 
sion. He helped brick many of the 
hospitals and high-rise buildings in 
Lexington. 

When he came home in the eve¬ 
nings, he worked on the farm, rais¬ 
ing tobacco and corn and a big gar¬ 
den to help feed his growing family. 

Lucille says she never did have 
much to do with the garden, except 
for cooking or preserving the pro¬ 
duce after Vincent carried it in. 

“I’m a farmer’s wife, not a gar¬ 
dener,” she said. 

The Harrisons raised six children. 
Lucille worked in the courthouse in 
between raising her first five, who 
were born within a seven year span, 
“then along came Amy.” 

She went to the doctor for a bel¬ 


lyache when she was 40, and that 
“bellyache” turned out to be their 
youngest daughter, now a veterinar¬ 
ian who practices on Pawley’s Island 
in South Carolina. 

Lucille thinks their six kids must 
have picked up on her desire to go to 
school, because they always did their 
homework without being asked. 

Although her husband offered to 
pay for her to go to college, she 
thought the money would be better 
spent on their children’s educations. 

Becky Harrison Estes, one of their 
daughters who recently retired from 
teaching elementary school, says 
that all of her siblings went to col¬ 
lege somewhere. Her only brother 
went to electrical school and works 
on helicopters at the depot. 

After the Harrisons retired, they’ve 
found time to develop some artistic 
talents. 

Vincent is a member of the Berea 
Woodcarvers. He has a book case full 
of detailed carvings, but he doesn’t 
sell them, preferring to give them 
to his family and friends or donate 
items to raise money for charities. 

Lucille is a basket weaver, a quilter 
and likes to paint. She also belongs 
to the dulcimer club. 

Like any marriage, the couple has 
suffered their share of setbacks. 

Their barn burned for no appar¬ 
ent reason several years ago. Vincent 


had tractors and farm equipment 
parked in it, as well as his bricklay¬ 
ing tools. One night, everything 
went up in flames. 

“I still yet start to go after things 
and remember they burned up in 
that barn,” he says. 

“Losing a barn is the next thing to 
losing your house. I was in there just 
about every day.” 

In recent years, Lucille was diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer when a 
lump was detected during a rou¬ 
tine mammogram. The cancer 
hadn’t spread, and she was fortunate 
enough to require only minimal 
treatment. 

Vincent just about wore out his 
knees when he was laying brick, 
but both he and his wife keep living 
their lives with a cheerful attitude. 

Vincent’s most recent creative 
endeavor is canning. 

When he brought out a jar of 
cauliflower mix that he made last 
week and insisted that Chelsea and 
I sample, we didn’t protest too much 
and found it very tasty. 

He says a cousin gave him the 
recipe years ago. 

I didn’t see a name for it, so I’ll just 
call it “Basic Pickling Mix,” and I’ll 
share it here. Vincent says you can 
pickle just about anything in it. 

1 quart white vinegar 

3 quarts well water 


1 cup canning salt 

Bring to a boil on the stove. 

Place pickles in a jar. (I used a 
combination of cauliflower florets, 
chunks of small red onions, hot 
banana peppers, green peppers, 
green tomatoes and yellow squash. 
I also added a whole cayenne pepper 
to a few of the jars for extra heat.) 

Add a dash of alum into the top 
of each jar and either a small spoon¬ 
ful of minced garlic or 4 or 5 whole 
cloves of garlic. 

Pour the hot vinegar solution over 
the vegetables in the jars and seal. 
They can be processed in a hot water 
bath if desired. This pickling solu¬ 
tion makes about 8 quarts. 

I doubled the recipe and made 
16 quart jars of pickles. I had a few 
cups of the vinegar solution left, so I 
cut up some cucumbers and a green 
tomato and added a spoonful of 
both dill weed and dill seed. After 
a few hours in the fridge, the cukes 
tasted much like Clausen pickles. 

The cauliflower mix looks beauti¬ 
ful. I’m tempted to go ahead and 
break into a jar, but I know it will 
taste better if I give the flavors more 
time to marry. 

Thanks a bunch to our new 
friends Lucille and Vincent for life 
lessons and pickle pointers and for 
graciously welcoming us into their 
home!

The Estill County Library’s summer read¬ 
ing program is drawing to a close. But just 
because the program is over for the year, does 
not mean many of the activities will be stop¬ 
ping any time soon. 

David Senatore, coordinator of the library’s 
adult and teenage programs, said due to the 
community’s support, many of the programs 
will continue into the fall. 

“A lot of our programs are going to con¬ 
tinue the rest of the year because they were 
so well-received,” Senatore said. 

Estill County Library Director Glenn 
Kahman said he believes many people are 
using the library for a source of entertain¬ 
ment due to the economy. 

“Especially in harder economic times, 
the library is a great resource for people,” 
Kahmann said. 

Kahmann said it allows people to get enter¬ 
tainment “affordably” and “easily.” 

“If you’ve got a bunch of kids around, you 
can’t beat it,” Kahmann said. 

Over the course of the summer program, 
the library has offered a wide variety of events 
for children, teenagers and adults. 

Among the programs for this summer 
has been a visit from the Lexington Zombie 
Survival Squad, a reptile zoo, magician, clown 
and, coming up next week, a visit from a 
NASA colonel. 

“As far as enthusiasm, we had a lot of kids 


excited when we had the zombie squad 
come in,” Senatore said. “Internally, we’re all 
excited about NASA coming this week.” 

Kahmann said even though the numbers 
are not as high as the library would want, he 
has heard a lot of positive feedback from the 
community. 

“I would say this year overall we’re looking 
at about 1,000 participants for all of our pro¬ 
grams,” Kahmann said. 

This is also the first year the library has 
offered a summer reading program for teen¬ 
agers, and Senatore said it’s been fairly suc¬ 
cessful. 

“We went from absolutely nothing to doing 
about 10 programs this summer,” Senatore 
said. 

Though the program has been successful, 
Senatore said he had some trouble getting 
Estill County’s teenage community to come 
out. 

“This is the first summer we’ve done a teen 
program,” Senatore said. “It’s been a bit of a 
challenge trying to get teens to realize there’s 
stuff going on here.” 

Kahmann said the library is looking for¬ 
ward to expanding their programming and 
appreciates community input. 

“We’re trying to dip our toe into another 
book club, so any input from the community 
would be appreciated,” Kahmann said. 

The summer reading program ends Friday, 
July 20.
